Every family physician who 
s-worth his'salt'is a mdelcal adviser is equipped 
and trained-and perfectly competent to do this work 
for his patients. If the patient is sensible In his 
choice of physicians, the family doctor will of his 
own volition refer the patient to this or that special- 
st whenever it may be for the patient's best inter- 
est to have special advice or service. People who 
lave the specialist habit and no particular medical 
adviser arc too prone to think that "ordinary doc- 
;ors" dislike to permit such consultations.- On the 
other hand. I can assure this good mother and many 
others who' seek a catarrh cure or a home treatment 
t<fr catarrh that there is nothing of the kind that 
will prove..worth while.

Intimates Statutory Limit for 


Fixing Taxes Does not In- 
clude County Levy

a fact in the course of Judicial pro- 
ceedings, what amount of money the 
county board in the exercise of sound 
discretion should have levied, substi- 


:te its Judgment for the Judgment of 
9 board and enjoin public ofllcers ac- 


cordingly. It >ls conceived to be a 
'undamental principle of our govern- 
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mcnt that when one coordinate branch 
acts within Its constitutional Held Its 
action may not be inquired Into or 
interfered with by another coordinate 
branch. 
Most certainly a court can 


not Inquire into the character of tho 
intent with which a coordinate branch 
of the government exercises its pow- 
ers and If It deems that the coordi- 
nate branch of the government is not 
acting with proper intent to set aside 
and nullify its acts." 


The Justice went on to say that the 


situation in Outngamie county cried 
loudly for relief but this relle'f must 
como from political action rather than 
Judicial action.

Chicago—W)—Tho real estate mar 


ket in the United States and Canada 
shows llttlo change In activity from 
a year ago, tho semi-annual survey of 
tho National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boaids discloses. Of 318 cities sur- 
veyed, 37 percent reported a more ac- 
tive market, 32 percent the same ac- 
tivity and 31 percent less activity. 


Most cities reported normal supplies 


of dwellings, apartment and business 
buildings, with a tendency toward 
lower rents. Interest rates on mort- 
gage money remains the same In mosl 
cities and sellingi prices show no great 
change. 


While the survey indicates that for 


the United States and 
Canada the 


market Is about the same, markec 
variations are apparent in sections. In 
New England 55 percent of the cities 
reported decreased activity and none 
an increase. At the other extreme 8J 
percent of Canadian cities reported 
greater activity and 17 percent a de- 
crease. 


Large increases were apparent also 


in the west north central section, 
which includes the states between 
Minnesota and Kansas; south Atlantic 
section, the coast group from Dela- 
ware to Florida, and the mountain 
sections, the group

Montana to Arizona. Some 67 percent 
of the cities having a population above 
500,000 reported greater activity. 


Selling prices were reported higher

In 55 percent and lower in 31 percent.

Its report for June 1 Indicated that 


a generally late season, combined with 
unusually dry weather, In May, prom 
ised poor crop prospects for the state. 


The outlook for hay production is 


not good, however, and this year's 
crop is expected to be short. Last year 
Wisconsin had the greatest hay crop 
in the history of the state, the report- 
ing service said. 


Clovers and alfalfa suffered heavily 


from winterkilling', especially in 
the 


southern half of the state, and all hay 
was slow in getting started due to late 
and dry spring. Rainfall in Wiscon- 
sin during May was only- about two- 
thirds normal. 


According to the June estimates, the 


condition of all tame hay in Wisconsin 
was 70 per cent of normal, as com- 
pred with 93 per cent a year ago, and 
a 10-year average of 86 per cent. 


The condition of pastures was only 


slightly better than that of tame bay. 


"With the coming of the rains during 


the last few days, however, 
marked 


improvement in hay and pastures is 
expected, but in any event the hay 
crop will be much smaller than last 
year.

AGAINSTTREE PEST 


East Is Told to Get Ready for 


Battle With Cicada, 17- 
year-locust 


York — The east has been 


warned to arm against the cicada, or 
17-year locust. This warning is is- 
sued by Dr. E. P. Felt of the lecture 
staff of the Jfew York Botanical Gar- 
dens. 


Cicada, said to be the longest lived 


of insects, has had its underground 
life cycle of 17 years completed and 
Is now appearing by the millions, par- 
ticularly in the east says Dr. Felt. 


The Insect is noted for the shrill 


song of the males. Even before emerg- 
ing as a foil-fledged insect, the cicada 
is known to spend a long subterran- 
ean larval existence feeding on roots. 
'The trees in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict of 2Cew York." says Dr. Felt, 
"suffer greatly each season from in- 
sect attack. Dead or dying branches. 
wilting or brown leaves and other evi- 
dences of unhealthy conditions are due 
to definite causes, not a few of them 
to Insect attack." 


The Japanese beetle, I>r. Felt adds. 


Is well-established In several places In 
greater Xew York. Tree Insects, he 
rays. Can be kept within bounds, pro- 
Tided there Is a general appreciation 
of their destructive capabilities, p. 
realization of the value of trees and

species of botfly, pests of horses an 
mules, is spreading over the Nort 
Central States. 


As result of recent investigations b: 


the Federal Department of Agricultur 
methods of control and possible erad 
cation are now known. According to F 
C. Bishop these methods will eliminat 
much of the 
annoyance 
and losses 


caused by the pests, if applied on a 
community scale. 


During the summer, when the flies 


are active in laying their eggs on the 
lips, jaws and legs of the animals, even 
the most docile horses are difficult to 
handle. On pasture they are kept fight 
ing the flies all day and are unable to 
feed even for short periods. 
' 


The presence of the "nose bottlefly, 


which is the new species, is indicated 
when idle horses rest their lips upon 
each others' bacHs, and if the "throat 
botfly" is causing the annoyance they 
place their heads over each other to 
protect their Jaws. The common bot- 
fly, or "nit fly," lays its eggs on the 
legs causing the animals to seek pro- 
tection by standing in bogs or water. 


MOST ACTIVE IN SUMMER 


The three species of botflies lay their 


eggs at about the same time through 
out the summer, the flrst ones appear- 
ing as early as April in tho south and 
about July 1 in the north. They be- 
come more 'numerous and troublesome 
later in summer and fall. 


None of them stings or bites, they 


are supplied with enough food to last 
their lifetime as flies. In fact, the sole 
purpose of the fly-stage of the pest is 
.reproduction, and their lives are very 
short. 


In various ways, the eggs find their 


way into the alimentary tract of the 
infested animals and develop into bots 


or maggots where they cling to the 
walls of the stomach or intestines until 
the next spring when they are passed 
on and hatch into flies to complete the 
life circle. 


Some success has been achieved in 


devising lip and jaw protectors to keep 
the flies from 
laying 
eggs on tho 


horses. However, permanent relief can 
bo had only by destroying the eggs on 
every animal to prevent.reinfestation 
and reproduction of tho flies. 


EFFECTIVE CURES FOUND 


Several washes have been found ef- 


fective in destroying tho eggs on the 
horses, the most practicable one being 
a 2 per cent solution 
of any of tho 


standard coal-tar-creosote dips. . It Is 
necessary to swab all egg-covered parts 
with the solution 
every six or seven 


days as long as the flies are actively 
laying eggs. 


To complete the treatment 
it has 


been found effective to give a dose of 
carbon disulphlde in capsules, to kill 
the internal bots. 
Carbon disulphide

The reorganization of the conserva- 
tion board resulted In an energetic and 
Intelligent revision of the entire field 
of forest conservation In the state; It 
developed responsibilities and a con- 
structive program with regard to fire 
protection, planting and research. __ / 


•'One of the first acts of the conser- 


vation commission 
was popularizing 


the new forest tax and interesting the 
timber owners In its advantages. The 
most significant-provision In the new 
law is the inclusion of land selectivity 
logged as coming under the operation 
of the law. This, probably more than 
anything else, Is 
responsible for the 


Immediate response of private timber 
owners of the new law. 


"Another activity of the conversation 


commission was to double Immediately 
the capacity of the state forest nursery 
and prepare plans to Increase Its "ca-

Interest among Wisconsin's private 


timber owners in selective logging was 
noted in the report and it was addcc 
that "in no'other state does htcre exlsl 
such an Interest as in Wisconsin."
